Woman’s Club, P. T. A., Mothers’ Club, Church 
Officers and Members Get Slight Concession; 
To Open Sundays at 12:30 P. M. 


Probably the most interesting 
civic event in years in Arlington 
Heights occurred Wednesday ev­ 
ening when moral and 
religious 
forces 
of 
the community were 
prom inently represented at a spec­ 
ial Village Board meeting, and ap­ 
pealed to the board th at while they 
were passing an ordinance for the 
licensing 
of 
saloons 
and 
other 
places to sell m alt and vinous liq­ 
uors of not over 3.2 per cent by 
weight, th a t these places be closed 
on Sundays. 
While the dem onstration and ap­ 
pearance was 
especially 
of the 
W oman's Club, the Mothers 
Club 
and the P. T. A., superintendents 
of two Sunday schools made ap­ 
peals as such, and of those taking 
p art or present to lend their sup­ 
port were many clearly represen­ 
tative of Presbyterian, Methodist, 
and Christian Science churches. 
The board was divided on the is­ 
sue, Messrs. B arrett and Fram berg 
opposed to Sunday opening, and 
the others, including the President 
of the Board, Mr. Flentie, for it; 
both in the voting, and the very 
interesting discussion. 
rAIhe claim 
was made by Mr. Flentie, 
that 
‘‘the 
business 
men" 
demanded 
Sunday opening. 
Action adopted by a m ajority of 
the board was a slight concession 
to the petitioners—closing Sundays 
until 12:30 p. rn., but to open then 
and stay open until midnight—d u r­ 
ing which most of the business can 
be done. 
Expectations were 
ex­ 
pressed th at during the race track 
season, there being no 
races on 
Sunday, that Sunday conditions in 
.^Arlington Heights will be anything 
y-af desirable lo the residents. 
* The meeting opened 
at 7:35 
o’clock; all board members pres­ 
ent, and Mr. Fram berg temporarily 
appointed to act as clerk. Mr. Hum­ 
phrey Ashton presented a petition 
signed by the citizens present, and 
some others, worded as follows: 
“To the President of the Board 
of Trustees of the Village of A r­ 
lington Heights: 
“We, the undersigned citizens 
and voters of the Village of A r­ 
lington Heights, believing th at an 
open Sunday saloon is not for the 
best interest of Arlington Heights, 
respectfully ask th at when you con­ 
sider a 
licensing 
ordinance for 
places selling beer (commonly call­ 
ed saloons), th at said ordinance 
contain the provision th at all of 
such places shall rem ain closed all 
day, each and every Sunday of the 
year.” , 
Mr. Flentie explained the pur­ 
pose of the meeting, it being an 
adjourned 
meeting 
to 
consider 
an ordinance for regulation 
of 
m alt 
and vinous 
liquors. 
,Mr. 
ri bal, village attorney, then read 
the proposed ordinance. 
Its pro­ 
visions are summarized in a sep­ 
arate column. 
As originally read, the ordinance 
provided th at saloons 
should be 
closed from 12 midnight to 6 a. rn. 
every day in the week. 
Fines were to be $5 to $200 for 
each violation, and the licenses sub­ 
ject to revocation by the President 
of the Board of iTustees 
a t his 
discretion. 
A fter the reading of the ordin­ 
ance, the Clerk read the petition 
cited above, and the names signed 
to it. 
Mr. Flentie asked, “Do you 
want to take action in 
the peti­ 
tion7” 
.

The Chairman of the Citizenship 
committee of the W oman's Club, 
Mrs. Burton A. Noyes, then arose, 
and announcing her office said, “I 
protest the opening of the saloons 
on Sunday as a menace to good cit­ 
izenship.” 
The President of the 
Parent- 
Teacher association, Mrs. Raymond 
Atkinson, spoke next, saying, “I 
w ant to enter a protest against 
C 


loons being open on Sunday. We 
I tainly do not want it.” 
h*he President of the W oman’s 
club, Mrs. Eugene 
Heller, then 
rose and added her official protest. 
Representing the M others’ club, 
Mrs. John Sayers spoke likewise. 
The Superintendent of the Meth­ 
odist Episcopal Sunday School, Mr. 
Harvey Daggett, appealed on be­ 
half of the Sunday school children. 
The Superintendent of the Presby­ 
terian Sunday school, Mr. Clarence 
I. Davis, spoke next in a direct ap- 
•peal that children should not have 
to pass the open saloon on their 
way Sunday morning. The Super­ 
intendent of the Christian Science 
Sunday school also was 
in 
the 
group, and was one of the petition­ 
ers. 
ri1he President of the Missionary 
Society of the Presbyterian church, 
Mrs. Joseph Roth, 
registered her 
protest against Sunday saloons. 
Mrs. Maude Parker of the Wom­ 
an ’s Club, and a veteran battler for 
civic welfare, next entered her pro­ 
test.

What New Beer 
Ordinance Says 


The new beer law and regu­ 
lations for 
Arlington Heights, 
providing for licensing the sale 
of m alt wid vinous beverages, 
becomes effective with the pub­ 
lication of the ordinance in this 
issue. 
The dram atic meeting 
n whicv the ordinance was pass­ 
ed Weu.iesday night, is reported 
elsewhere. Here follows a par­ 
tial summary of the provisions 
of the ordinance: 


Licensees shall be residents 
of Arlington Heights and shall 
be bonded against violations. 
(Sec. 2). 
No beer to be sold in flats 
or dwellings (Sec. 3). 
Dealers put in live classifi­ 
cations: 
“Local 
Dealers” 
in 
draught beer, 
“Class A,” an­ 
nual license $200; dealers in bot­ 
tled liquors to be consumed on 
premises, “Class B,” annual li­ 
cense, $35; 
dealers in bottled 
beverages not to be consumed 
on premises, “Class C,” annual 
license 
$30; 
wholesalers 
and 
agents, “Class D,” 
annual li­ 
cense $25; clubs, lodges and fra­ 
ternal organizations, 
including 
religious organizations, “Class 
£,” annual license, $25; 
(Sec. 
I). 
Picnics, carnivals, etc., *10 
a day (Sec. 15). 
No license 
shall be issued for less than 
the full amounts. 
Where beer is &old for con­ 
sumption on the premises, these 
“shall be open and accessible to 
the public view. 
No curtains, 
drapes or obstruction shall be 
placed over 
any 
windows or 
doorways fronting or facing on 
the street, 
and such premises 
shall 
also be well 
lighted.” 
(Sec. 5). 
No sale to minors under 18 
(without w ritten consent of par­ 
ent or guardian); or to hab­ 
itual drunkards; 
or to anyone 
intoxicated. (Sec. 7). 
Food of some kind must be 
kept for sale in places where 
beverages are sold for consump­ 
tion on the premises. (Sec. 8). 
No beverage selling shall be 
done in residence districts “A” 
and “B,” except by clubs al­ 
ready established. (Sec. ll) . 
The President of the Board 
is ex-officio inspector, but he 
and the board may appoint a 
deputy 
inspector, 
who 
shall 
make the rounds once a month. 
(Sec. 12). 
The President also 
has the power 
to revoke li­ 
censes (Sec. 13). 
People with venereal and oth­ 
er diseases are not supposed to 
be 
about the premises 
(Sec. 
14). 
Such 
places may be 
open 
every day, except th a t retail es­ 
tablishments shall close on Sun­ 
days until 12:30 noon (Sec. IO). 
Fines for violations are from 
$5 to $200; also $25 a day for 
repetition of offenses after con­ 
victions. (Sec. 17). 
Various 
sanitary 
require­ 
ments are outlined.

When stockholders and deposit­ 
ors work together for the avowed 
purpose 
of re-opening a 
com­ 
munity bank it can be done even 
in these days of money shortage. 
That was proven last Saturday at 
Wheeling, wlien the 
doors of tile 
Wheeling State Bank were thrown 
open for the resumption of regu­ 
lar business 
after 
nearly three 
months of inactivity. 
The approval of the state aud­ 
itor can be accepted as proof that 
this bank is sound in fact as well 
as in principle. Many bank officials 
in communities as small as Wheel­ 
ing m ight have become discourag­ 
ed over the delay and the string­ 
ent requirements of the state aud­ 
itor, but the directors of this bank, 
realizing the need of the commun­ 
ity and the desire of the citizens 
have worked unceasingly to get the 
bank reopened. 
It was no easy 
task. Considerable cash had to be 
raised by the individual stockhold­ 
ers; the bank wras asked to charge 
bonds held to m arket value and dis­ 
pose of some issues; the custom­ 
ers of the institution 
helped by 
pledging part of their 
deposits. 
Thus new capital, payment of ob­ 
ligations, due the bank, sale of 
bonds and the volunteered waving 
of a percentage of deposits, cou­ 
pled 
with the 
m arket rise in 
various 
securities held by 
the 
bank, placed the bank in such a 
liquid condition th at the state aud­ 
itor authorized its reopening. 
Announcement of the resump­ 
tion of business was tentatively 
announced in last week’s Herald, 
which was about the first word 
th at neighboring communities hid 
that success had met the efforts rn 
Wheeling people to get their bunk 
reopened.

up by federal authorities and in 
addition 
to the old 
established 
standard of “solidity” a new basis 
of security was decreed, that of' 
“liquidity.” 
This presented unex­ 
pected problems to practically every 
bank in the country. 
Some were 
fortunate in having wealthy stock­ 
holders, who put in new capital or 
in many cases quietly took over the 
slow assets which were perfectly 
sound but did not comply with the 
new rule for “liquidity.” 
This is 
w hat was done in many banks that 
opened without much delay. 
When the new rules were estab­ 
lished they presented serious prob­ 
lems and an unfortunate feature 
of the situation was the unavoid­ 
able congestion of work in the state 
auditor’s office and the time requir­ 
ed to give each bank a complete 
analysis of what it should do to 
bring its affairs in line with the 
new requierments. 
Those outside 
the bank can not appreciate the_ de­ 
tails involved and the time required 
to work them out. 
Much w ater has gone over the 
dam since March 3; 
many wild 
stories have been circulated; many 
unfounded rumors have been whis­ 
pered, but the fact remains that 
the Wheeling bank has complied 
with the exacting requirements; it 
has reopened with the good wishes 
of the state authorities and the con­ 
fidence of the community th at their 
bank is stronger than ever and is 
a perm anent fixture in Wheeling. 
Beer Taxes Prove 
Disappointing in 
Amount of Revenue 


Federal tax collections on beer 
the 
first month of legalization 
amounted to $9,139,688, including 
$870,635 annual taxes from brew 
ers, wholesalers and retailers, leav­ 
ing a current income of $8,269,052 
from this source.

year a t this rate, the Government 
will receive $99,228,434, instead of 
the $300,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 
predicted prior to modification.

Emergency and permanent help 
in financing or refinancing farm ers, 
as newly available through the new 
Emergency Farm Mortgage Act, is 
something the Cook County Farm 
Bureau is interesting itself in with 
a view to bringing local farm ers 
within the circle of its benefits. 
Under this 
Emergency 
Farm 
Mortgage Act, proceeds from the 
sale of two billion dollarss worth 
of Government bonds, the interest 
of which is to be guaranteed by the 
Government, are to 
go into 
the 
twelve Federal land banks, to be 
available for long term farm loans 
at low interest. 
There are now about one billion 
dollars worth of farm m ortgages 
outstanding through federal land 
banks; and of total farm 
m ort­ 
gages 
throughout 
the 
country, 
about eight billion. 
So 
th at if 
farm ers, by refinancing, take full 
advantage of the 
new 
service, 
about 3-eighths of the total present 
farm mortgage indebtedness will 
be taken care of by the Govern­ 
ment through its land banks. 
A serious stumbling block as re­ 
gards farm s in the Metropolitan 
area, however, is a ruling of the 
Federal Land Bank of St. 
Louis, 
through which loans are made in 
Illinois, th at where taxation is in 
excess of $2 an acre, no loans will 
be made. This clause, it is evident, 
prohibits loans to farm s contigu­ 
ous to metropolitan centers. 
Mr. O. G. B arrett, Farm Advis­ 
er of Cook county, on behalf of the 
farm ers of the county, and Mr. E. 
A. Carncross Insurance Director of 
the Farm Bureau and 
secretary-, 
treasurer of the local Farm Loan 
association, have 
already 
taken 
steps toward the changing of this 
clause in such a way that farm ers 
in this area, to a greater extent, 
may enjoy the privileges of this 
act. 
lin s Farm Loan phase 
of the 
Farm Act will be under the direct 
supervision of Henry Morgenthau, 
Jr., former chairman of the Feder­ 
al Farm Board and now designated 
to be Governor of the Farm Credit 
Administration. 
The rate of interest on the typ­ 
ical loans made under the Act is 
not to exceed 4 Vs per cent. An ad­ 
ditional I per cent is paid, to act 
as a payment on the 
principal, 
making a total of 5V2 per cent to 
be paid on the loan each year. Thus 
by an amortization plan the loan 
is automatically paid 
off in 
34 
years. 
Nothing but a first mortgage is

Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 
In short, this fund is to be avail­ 
able on less rigid conditions than 
those just cited; accepting in some 
cases second m ortgages, up to the 
75 per cent of the 
value of the 
property, and to include chattels as 
security. Loans under this section 
of the Act are not to exceed $5,000, 
at not more than 5 per cent inter­ 
est, the term s of the loans to be 
not over 13 years. 
It will interest farm people to 
know th at while the Farm Bureau 
is not in position to make applica­ 
tions for them, it is going as fa r as 
possible in bringing such assist­ 
ance their way, and in giving coun­ 
sel, and will welcome the opportun­ 
ity to be of further service in help­ 
ing Cook County Farm ers take ad­ 
vantage of the Farm Act, individ­ 
ually as well as collectively, as its 
features become effective.

Springfield, 111.—The new Hor- 
ner-Kemer sales tax bill now pro­ 
vides for a two per cent tax on all 
retail sales, including gasoline and 
farm products. 
The bill was in­ 
troduced by Sen. Francis J. Lough­ 
man, Democrat of Chicago, broth­ 
er of Mrs. Elizabeth Conkey, Dem­ 
ocratic national committee woman 
for Illinois. 
He is reported to be 
in line for a good state job, rather 
than for renomination next year. 
The 
administration 
has 
now 
coupled the Monroe bill, providing 
for a one-half per cent tax on cer­ 
tain classes of workers, with the 
sales tax. 
It will be amended to 
one per cent. The sales tax is ex­ 
pected to bring in $60,000,000 a 
year and the workers’ tax $25,000,- 
000 more. 
The “Workers’ Tax,” opposing 
legislators assert, is even more vi­ 
cious than the sales tax. It aims at 
particular groups such as plumb­ 
ers, painters and paper hangers, 
while others in the building trades 
are not taxed. 
Any person who 
comes under the classifications of 


burdened downstate taxpayers for 
political profit. 
There is talk of a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature to convene 
not later than Sept. 15. 
Misgiv­ 
ings as to the constitutionality of 
the new beer tax measure and the
